wal both foretioon and afternoon, None of ther do goto 
the King at all, but intheiTreaty Chamber, and akoge- 
ther publickly at the Table, where there aregnade many 
g ulant;Speechie,inſomuch that his Majeſty gives them 
this Charatcr. That they arc 4 company of wery wiſe min. 


The King is very merty and free;and hath freedome, thar 


many rcfortto Him ro the Court, to kiff: his hand, but 


the Commitſhoners never go thither-naneof them, ſince 


the firſt Saturday, but daily meet his Majeſty in the Trea- 
ty Chataber, Thar night rhe King and the Commiſh + 


ners upon his Majeftics defire, adjourned untill wednel- 


day night,

ed, thovgh nothing acually gravced, But the greaz rub is * 
not Yet removed, His Majeſty is toathto charge Him- 
{clfe withthe guilt of the blood ſpilt, The Comn fiogers: 
are very faithjull to their Inflttuctions, To Mortow his 
Majefty puts in bis Aaſwer.
